— Od che high guide of all godly attempts, & the 
. A bcholder of all the deuiſes of man, requireth of 
Es NA all men obedience to his will, & prayer for his 
lde, without which, mans endeuouts are but 
N as ſeed ſowen on the ſand. and as a foundation 
. laid vpon the waters. And therfore ſuch as vn- 
dertake ſo high & weightie a buſineſſe as the buſimeſſe of warte, 
muſt found it on the feare of God & wade in it vnder his power 
in prayer for his preſence and ayde. For ſo did Heri againſt 
the king of eſbur, 2 King. 19. andprevailed, and 7ehoſopher 
beeing endaungered withenemies, 2. Crox. 18. 31. prayed and 
was preſerue d. God no doubt is ſo well pleaſed with this exet · 
ciſe of prayer, zealoufly and faithfully performed , as hee is 
wonne ſo to regard the cauſes of his children, that although 
they haue deſetued the foyle by their finnes , bee will yet giue 
them the vitorie in his mercies, The Iſraelites preuailed while 
e Moyſes praied, and fell beſore the enemie when he Was mute. 
In many places it appeareth how needſull a thing prayer is, not 
onelyof them that are in the daupger of the batiell, but offuch 
alſo as are ſecure at home in their houſes, who if they neglect 
the cauſe of God and theircountrie, God will holde — not 
onely vnprc fitable droanes , but reprobates: and will giue ihemi 
the dregges of their neighbours daungers to drinke, and will 
not affoord them the leaſt ſhelter ct his defending power in 
iheir deepeſt perils, For if he in generalltermes commaund vs 
to pray at all times one for another: as am. f. 16. much more 
in che time of daunger aad warre, eſpecially for the cauſe of 
Gods armeynted, and ſtate of our countrie, 1. Tin. 2. 1-2, Let 
no nan therefore thinke that it conſcerneth not him to ay 
for the good of ſuch as the Prince hath appoynted , fo! 
the teſtauration of the peace of Gods Church, and quiet of our 
Realme, * the ſupprt ſoing of the violence , and quenching of 
the ſurie of that bloudie Tyrone, and his te be llicus adherents in 
— — for God is aica/ous God, and hol deth no man guilt- 
e that maketh no conſoience of his brothers d 
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A motine to the Prayer, 
prouidence for the preſeruation of his children, that hee will 
not admit ani attempt, bee it in our one eyes neuer ſo law- 
full, to bee taken in hande without him, without whome all 
things and meanes are vaine · Our one power, and proui- 
dence, and counſell, and multitudes of men, and munition, 
and money, and hat elſe ſocuer wee vic for defending our 
ſelues, or offending the ene mie, are all as cloudes in the ayre 
of our owne vaine conceites , that will yaniſh with the winde 
of his dr{pleaſure, without any deawe of good ſucceſſe to com · 
fort our countrie , To pray for them that fight for vs. the leaſt 
dutie, and an eaſie ſeruice: yet it preuaileth much if it be fer · 
uent. And if we ſeeme colde iuthat, wherin can we be zealous 
for out countrie ? ifcareleſſe of u, how can we ſay we loue our 
owne liuss, libertie , lands, wiues, ot children? when all cheſe 
are ſubiect alſo to ſuddaine ſubuertion, without God that pre. 
ſerueth them ynto vs, & vs in himſelfe. Therefore as God hath 
his eye of mercy fixed on his deſtreſſed people, to deliuer them, 
and his eye of iudgement vpon the rebellious to confound 
them: So let euery man make this generall cauſe his owne pri- 
uate caſe. And for the preventing of furure perill,beare a part 
wich them chat in our behalfes are employed in this ſeruice 
abroad: let vs pray for them at home, while they encounter the 
enemie abroad: Let vs I ſay, pray forthem, that God will proſ- 
pet them, and that we may proſper by their bleſſed (i accelle, 
PSALM.
